1. (Currently amended): A particularly configurable processor for processing 
error induced computer programs which are selectively operable on said particularly 
configurable processor, comprising: 

a central processing unit chip; 

processor circuitry on said chip; 

an a programmable error correcting circuit b e ing programmabl e on said chip ; 

an — instruction — buffer RAM on said chip for — r e c e iving — instructions — for 
microproc e ssor e x e cution m e mory location for storing an error correction key storing 
error correcting information, said RAM being in communication with said programmable 
error correcting circuit ; and wherein: 

the programmable error correcting circuit controll e d at l e a s t in part by 
receives said error correction key correcting information and processor instructions 
containing errors that are not capable of being executed by said processing circuitry, and 

said programmable error correcting circuit generates corrected processor 
instructions in response to said processor instructions containing errors and said error 
correcting information, the corrected processor instructions being capable of being 
executed by said processing circuitry , wh e r e in th e control of the e rror corr e ction circuit 
p e rmits correction in a pr e dictabl e mann e r of int e ntionally inserted errors in a compil e d 
program provid e d for e x e cution in accordance with a programm e d e rror corr e ction 
sch e m e. 

2. (Previously canceled). 
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3. (Original): The processor of claim 1, wherein said error correcting information 
includes a key that enables selection of error correction specific to th e induc e d e rror an 
error scheme used to generate said errors . 



4. (Original): The processor of claim 1, wherein information provided in 
compiled computer program data in part controls said error correction, thereby providing 
complementary error correction with a combination of the error correction key and the 
information provided in the compiled computer program data.

13. (Currently amended): The processor of claim 4- 3, wherein data and 
instructions provided to a comput e r said processor via program information include an 
intentional introduction of errors which are correctable with error correction algorithms, 
said correction algorithms pre-selected according to the key.

17. (Currently amended): A microprocessor for processing computer programs 
which are selectively operable on selected ones of individual microprocessors, 
comprising: 

an integrated circuit chip; 

instruction processing circuits on said chip; 

an a programmable error correcting circuit on said chip ; a programmabl e f e atur e 
on th e e rror corr e cting circuit, providing a solcctability in an e rror corr e ction sch e m e to b e 
p e rform e d by th e error corr e cting circuit ; and 

a memory location on said chip for storing error correction information, wh e r e by 
th e stor e d e rror correction information controls th e said programmable error correction 
circuit f e atur e , selecting an error correction scheme based on said error correction 
information ther e by p e rmitting corr e ction in a pr e dictabl e mann e r of int e ntionally 
ins e rt e d e rrors in a compiled program provided for e x e cution in accordance with an error 
corr e ction sch e m e s e lect e d ; and 

wherein said programmable error correcting circuit receives instructions having 
errors and said error correction information, and said instruction processing circuits 
process corrected instructions generated by said programmable error correcting circuit . 
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1 8. (Currently amended): Method A method for processing a computer 
program s s e l e ctiv e ly op e rabl e on on e or more s e l e ct e d individual a microprocessors, the 
method comprising: 

intentionally placing errors in the computer program: 

loading instructions of said computer program onto instruction registers on a 
microprocessor chip; 

providing an e rror corr e cting circuit; 

storing error correction control information in th e form of an e rror corr e ction k e y, 
th e r e by s e l e cting an e rror corr e ction sch e m e for e x e cution in accordanc e with th e key on 
said chip ; 

compiling program instructions in accordance with the se l e ct e d e rror corr e ction 
sch e m e , th e r e by p e rmitting corr e ction in a pr e dictabl e mann e r of int e ntionally ins e rt e d 
e rrors in a program provid e d for ex e cution in accordanc e with the e rror corr e ction schem e 
s e l e ct e d; and 

controlling said e rror corr e ction controll e d in part by information provided in 
compil e d comput e r program data, th e r e by providing pr e dictabl e e rror corr e ction with a 
combination of th e e rror corr e ction k e y and the information provid e d in th e compil e d 
comput e r program data 

on said chip, correcting said instructions using said error correction control 
information; and 

executing said instructions on said chip.
